But becauſe there can be 
no Hand-writing but what will admit of a Counter- 
ſeitz and nothing that is capable of being counterfeit- 
ed, carries with it ſuch a Degree of Certainty, as is 
neceſſary Wbere a Man's Life and Fortune is concern'd, 
My Lords, legal Evidence is nothing elſe but ſuch real 
and certain Proof, as ought in natural Juſtice and Equi- 
tv, to be receiv'd ; and therefore the Oath of one cre- 
dible Witneſs, being certain and ſufficient to induce 
a Belief of the Thing he ſwears, is legal Evidence; and 
yet ſo tender is our Law, ſo great a Degree of Cer- 
tainty doth it require, that as it now ſtands, two poſi- 
tive Witneſſes are requir'd to convict a Man of High 
Treaſon, This however, hath been prepcſterouſly e- 
nough urg'd, to ſhew a Difference between legal and 
real Evidence; and Sir John Fenwick's Caſe hath been 
cited for the ſame Purpoſe. But this, with Submiſ- _ 
lion, ſhew no Difference at all ; for will any one 
ſay, that one credible Witneſs is not legal Evidence?

One of the learned Gentlemen at the Bar, (I ſup 
pot out of pure Zeal for the Bill, and not with , 
fign to miſguide his Audience) did roundly afirn 
before your Lordſhips, that no Evidence, firig)y 
fpeaking, was legal, but what was Mathematical, | 
am confident, that Gentleman would not have given 
| this as his Opinion, under his Hand at his Chamber, 
becauſe he knows it is directly contrary to Truth: He 
knows very well, that no Ofkended. that puts himſelf 
_ his Tryal, can be convicted, but upon the Ou 
of one or more Witneſſes ; he darcs not deny, but thut 
ſuch Con viction is founded upon legal Evidence, firiftly 
fo ſpeaking ; and no one will pretend to ſay, that any 
Evidence of Witneſſes can be call'd Mathematical, 
But the Gentleman goes on, and ſays, that the Evi- 
dence for this Bill ig legal, in the general Senſe of the 
Word: On the contrary, I beg Leave to affirm, that 
It is not legal in any Senfe whatſoever. No AR of Par, 
liament hath made it legal, nor can it in natural ju- 
ſtice and Equity, be call'd fo, for want of ſufficient 
 Certainty'; and indeed, it hath been admitted through- 
out this Debate, and even by the Counſel who ſpoke 
firſt or this Bill, that it is not ſupported by legal E- 
vidence. But this Gentleman was pleas'd to, go til 
further; for he affirm'd before your Lordſhips, that 
Depoſitions taken in writing, were not Evidence in 
any Court of Law.

his Depoſitions in Writing are never refus'd, nor any 
other Evidence, that in natural Juſtice and Equity, can 
tend to diſcover the Truth of the Fact in Queſtion with 
Certainty. | 
My Lords, the Wiſdem and Goodneſs of our Lav 
appear in nothing more remarkably, than in the Per- 
Cpicuity, Certainty, and Clearneſs of the Evidence 
it requires, to fix a Crime upon any Man, whereby his 
Life, his Liberty, or his Property may be concern' : 
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Envy of all our neighbour Nations. Our Law in ſuch 


every By'ſtander, the Inſtant he hears it, muſt be fully 
Ctisfy'd of the Truth of it: It admits of no Surmiſes, 
jnnuendoes, forc'd Conſequences, or harſh Conſtructions, 
nor any thing elſe to be offer'd as Evidence, but what is

Theſe are the Rules the Judges go by, nor have they
